NOTICES  REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION 

INEDIBLE-PRODUCT     STAMPS 

Inedible-product  stamps  will  no  longer  be  issued  except  upon  special  request 
of  the  exporter,  in  which  event  that  portion  bearing  the  phrase  "product  of 
animals  free  of  contagious  disease"  shall  be  completely  severed  from  the  stamps 
by  the  exporter,  under  the  supervision  of  bureau  inspectors,  before  they  are 
affixed. 

INEDIBLE-PRODUCT   CERTICATES   FOR   ARTICLES    OTHER   THAN   CASINGS 

When  certification  is  requested  for  inedible  products  other  than  casings  intended 
for  export,  the  yellow-colored,  inedible-product  certificate  should  be  issued  after 
the  wording  on  each  copy  is  changed  by  completely  obliterating  the  phrase  "is 
from  animals  free  of  contagious  disease"  and  by  substituting  therefor  with  a 
typewriter  the  following  statement  on  each  copy  of  the  certificate,  "is  rejected 
for  food  purposes  under  the  meat-inspection  law  and  regulations  of  the  United 
States." 

INEDIBLE-PRODUCT  CERTIFICATES  FOR  CASINGS  TO  COUNTRIES  OTHER  THAN 

AUSTRALIA 

When  a  certificate  is  requested  for  animal  casings  intended  for  export  to  anj' 
country  other  than  Australia,  a  special  certificate  shall  be  issued  showing  that 
the  casings  "are  not  classified  as  a  food  product  under  the  meat-inspection  law 
and  regulations  of  the  United  States."  This  certificate  may  be  issued  in  tripli- 
cate, if  so  requested  by  the  exporter,  but  one  copy  should  always  be  forwarded 
to  the  Washington  office.  Special  casing  certificates  will  be  furnished  upon  requi- 
sition. 

CERTIFICATES   FOR   CASINGS   TO   AUSTRALIA 

As  the  Australian  Government  requires  that  casings  imported  into  that  country 
be  accompanied  by  official  certificates  indicating  freedom  from  disease  and 
suitability  for  human  consumption,  all  casings  intended  for  exportation  to 
Australia  shall  first  be  examined  by  bureau  inspectors  in  official  establishments, 

'Conducts  slaughtering. 
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and  only  those  found  fit  for  use  as  sausage  containers  in  such  establishments  shall 
be  permitted  to  be  exported  to  Australia.  For  each  consignment  of  casings  found 
suitable  for  human  consumption  a  special  typewritten  certificate  shall  be  issued 
in  the  form  shown  below  and  a  copy  of  the  certificate  forwarded  to  the  Washington 
office.     Export  stamps  will  not  be  affixed  to  the  containers  of  such  casings.
